THE PILOTS' ORBINANGE. 
ce ana 

Several cxaminations of intending can= 
didates for service under the Pilots’ Ordi- 
nance have already been held, with results 
which seem to indicate that persons who 
have been doing duty as pilots for many years 
past are now,unable to satisfy the Board in 
all their requirements. ‘I'he’ consequence is 
that very few, if any, out of a dozen or so 
who have presented themselves for examina: 
tion, have been granted certificates of fitness. 
With the exception of one the candidates 
were Chinese to whom every considération 
has been shown by the Board regarding the 
nature of the questions put, but in almost 
cvery iistance the replics furnished have 
failed to impress the members that their 
knowledge of the ordinary precautions 
necessary for the safety ‘of vessels 
in their charge, or of others at anchor would 
warrant their inclusion under the section of 
the Ordinance. Lis recognised on all sides 
that the piloting of the vessels frequenting 
the harbourhas been goodandalmost entirely 
free from accident fora number of years, but 
it is obvious that, with the increased tonnage 
vessels of deep draught now ‘entering and 
leaving port, taken in conjunction with the 
fact that certain parts of the harbour are 
constantly silting up, only those men with a
